One of the great reputations of this, age 
which will have. to be reconstructed in the 
next is the reputation of Her Most Gracious 
Majesty, Victoria of England. 

Nearly all Americans, who go to the im- 
mediate dominions of the Queen, carrying 
with them the exalted reverence for her 
which is so prevalent in this country, are 
soon reminded, by aserics of .very painful 
surprises, as they converse with loyal Bri- 
tons, of the yaluc of distance in lending en- 
chantment to all mortal, especially to all 
royal, affairs. 

Ido not hesitate to; declare that the per- 
sonal authority ef Victoria is more complete 
in these her eldest and most obstreperous 
colonies; which ‘some ninety years’ ayo rose 
in rebellion against her grandfather, than it 
is in the very islands which tried to keep 
us from rebelling, and which still remain 
under the rather metaphorical sway of her 
scepter. My observation has been thatit is 
far more common for Americans with fer- 
‘vent and reverent affection: to speak of the 
nobleness and the womanly virtues of the 
Queen than it is for the English people. 
Perhaps the difference between England 
and the United States, so far as her Majesty 
is concerned, would be more accurately ex- 
‘pressed by saying that, while here there. is 
really but one opinion about her, in Eng- 
land there are two. 

, You will, indeed, find in Englang those. 
‘Who love'the Queen with a devotion almost 
passing the right ofany creature to receive ; 
who are in a state of serene conviction that 
she is absolutely perfect; who regard the 
slightest breath of criticism breathed toward 
her as nothing short of blasphemy; who 
will recite for,you, as the tears fill their eycs 
and their voices cheke with emotion, Tenny- 
son’s lofty and loving song to’her who is, in 
his heart as in theirs, indeed, “revered, be- 
loved!” I noticed that one does not meet 
80 many of this.class of undoubting devotees 
‘in London and, in circles impinging upon 
the Court, as.in those innocent portions of 
the realm where Royalty is never or seldom 


with all its poetic colors, as an awful and 
sanctifying Presence—as some beautiful re- 
ligious Myth. show 

If any of us thought this devotion just.a 
trifle oyerdone, we could not but. consider 
itasan amiable weakness, and pay to it 
the tribute of our silent respect. But what 
we Americans had usually,to complain of 
was a propensity quite the reverse: it was 
the frequent disposition we encountered 
among the English people to, wound our 
American loyalty to their queen by saying 
all manner of harsh, cruel, and scandalous

that I finally threw up my hands in despair, 
and resolved not to have any opinion at all 


and follies among the rich, who felt that 
they were a privileged class in gratifying 
appetite and passion. In putting up houses 
and stores, he closely watched the Irish 
character, acquired to an extraordinary de- 
gree their modes of thought and expression, 
and hence he could write as he did the 
“Trish Heart.” “Groggy Harbor,” too,

Qne of the largest and most valua- 
ble libraries, an extensive’ philosophical 
apparatus, and a machine-shop, in which he 
exhibited wonderful mechanical skill, were 
his retreat. A seventy-feet tower on his

It has seemed a peculiar hardship that the, 
ruler of an empire whose drum-beats pace, 
in unbroken march quite round the world 


lowliest of her subjects possess—and that is 
the privilege of grief. Twice or thrice every 
year the 7#mes ‘newspaper reads to her an 
impertinent lecture on the duty of her con- 
quering this porrow for her husband. A 
chorus of complaint rises to her from all 
quarters and from every class on account of 
the, stagnation in trade and in society 
which her retirement: occasions. Shop- 
keepers failin business, and forthwith in 
the bankruptcy court they Jay the blame 
upon the Queea. It’ is curious that nearly 
two hundred years ago the English people 
were finding fault with another English 
monarch for the same crime of sorrow; 
and Prior has left 4 little poem in which he 
thus tenderly expostulates with William ITI. 
for giving way to mourning over the loss of 
Queen Mary : 

‘innaema ieee St 
That appeays to be about the nature and 
extent oF e. present calamity in England, 
But surely every terested and humane 
person must insist that it is quite as im- 
portant that widows should be allowed to 
grieve as that the British lions should con- 
tinue to roar; and that, if those noble ani- 
mals find that they do indeed roar in vain, 
it might be just as well for them and for the 
world if they had the good sense to stop 
roaring altogether. ? 

Queen Victoria began her reign with a 
splendor of popularity almost unparalleled 
in modern times. She is apparently ending 
it under sorrows that might well crush both 
heart and brain. “The throne,” said Na- 
poleon, in one of his democratic moods, “ is 
merely & piece of wood covered with vel- 
vet.” The Queen of England must have 











found very little velvet during these later 


years upon that chair of majesty. Rather 
must she have often realized the bitterness 
of the sarcasm of Juvenal, who spoke of the 
“heavy gew-gaw called a crown.” Her 
Own subjects have turned upon her with 
slanders so numerous that, like the cloud of 
atrows discharged by an army of Parthians, 
they shut out the sun.

WE have little sympathy with the ultra 
“blue” view of popular amusements. It 
secms to be forgotten by many good people 
that the demand for entertainment is as 
mormal an instinct, as truly implanted by 
the Creator, as a hungry man’s demand for 
bread. Look into the face of a monkey, 
and persuade yourself, if you can, that the 
Maker of the creature has not a keen sense 
of the ludicrous. It seems to us about as 


much the chief end of a monkey’s existence 
|to make fun as it is of a nightingale’s to make 
|music. Anybody who has a notion of the 
{Infinite Father which forbids the idea of 


stooping to amuse his creatures has a 
much narrower notion than the truth will 
t. And may God speed the day 


when good men generally shall import a 


little of this heavenly wisdom into their 
treatment of the whole question of amuse- 
ments, We have been long enough content 


vacuum. But “ Nature abhors a vacuum ;” 
and the result of our costly blunder has been 
that the Devil has’ come in with something 
positive—something to fill'the vacuum— 
and led away the very sons and daughters 
of the church like sheep to the slaughter. 
Fas est ab hoste doceri. We must adopt a 
new policy as to this matter. We must look 
about us after legitimate, innocent entertain- 
ments. We must show the world tliat relig- 
fon frowns upon nothing but sin. We must 
drive out the evil spirit, not by making the 
house empty, swept, and garnished,. but by 
filling every chamber with cheerfulness, 
goodness, and love. 

But we have been led aside from our pur- 
pose. We. wieh.to say emphatically that 
among the amusements that ought not to be 
encouraged is the masquerade ball. These 
performances, when held in public halis, 
withan admission fee, are in many states 
of the Union forbidden by law. And yet 
they are coming more than formerly into 
yogue. Christian disciples are beginning to 
countenance them. What are the objections ? 
We have at least four to urge. 

1.The extravagance. The dresses are 
commonly such as cannot be used on any 
other occasion. They are often gotten up 
“without regard to expense.” Every poor 
guest is of course spurred on to go beyond 
his means, that he may make a creditable 
show as Cossack, or brigand, or Indian 
brave. A thoughtful man of conscience 
will be apt to ask whether God smiles on 
this reckless squandering of his property. 

2, The unconscionably late hours. What 
would our fastidious ball-goers have to say 
of areligious meeting that should last till 
three or four o’clock inthemorning? “ Ex- 
cess, fanaticism, wildfire, madness!” What 
a perfect bombardment we should hear 
them pouring into the congregation of un- 
seagonable saints! And such a meeting 
would be fair game for their powder. But 
are masked balls matters so much more im- 
portant than religion that they must have a 
monopoly of this sort of extravagance? 
The unnatural hours, when honest men are 
eommonly abed, with all their weird fasein- 
ation and sickly excitement, are almost 
enough of themselves to upset the balance 
of any young brain, and fire the train of im- 
pure passions. 

8. We have grave objections also to an- 
other feature. of every masquerade—the 
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gallant partner does think of a good many 
more things than enter your innocent head.

In the old and famous “ Dance of Death” 
the mysterious skeleton figure was at lib- 
erty to take asa partner any lady among 
the guests. It was a ghostly symbol of a 
ghastly fact—that many a woman, in these 
masked carousals, simply embraces death! 
Why is it that, as we stated above, not a 
few of the states of the Union forbid these 
performances by law? Legislators are not 
commonly “blue” or puritanical. They 
know that it is not religion only, but com- 
mon morality as well, that is imperiled by 
the mask. It is said that the ancient Athe- 
nians, in the theater, were at times almost 
thrown into a frenzy of excitement by the 
sight of the real eyes of the actor flashing 
through his false face upon them. And 
many an innocent maiden, if only she knew 
whose glance it is that fastens upon her 
from behind her partner's black . 
would abandon the ball-room forever. 





REGULATION OR PROHIBITION. 
BY REV. H. L. WAYLAND. 


You remember that during Napoleon’s 
Egyptian campaign he was engaged one 
afternoon with his staft in making some ob- 
servations upon the shore (I think) of the 
Red Sea. It chanced that night set in just 
as the tide was rising, and they found them- 
selves surrounded by the swelling waters, 
and unable to discern in what direction lay 
the land. With an inspiration of his almost 
divine genius, the future emperor ranged the 
members of his staff about him in: a ring, 
and bade them proceed outward, in radii of 
a circle, of which he was the center, order- 
ing the one who found the waters gro 
shallow to summon all the party in his di- 
rection. 

Evidently, though it was not granted to 
all to find the shore, yet those who went the 
farthest from it contributed their fall share 
to the desired result. And is it not so in 
our search after truth ? One often feels en- 
couraged to say what seems given him, in 
the hope that even by his failure another 
more fortunate may be aided to reach the 
clear light and the firm land. 

Thus encouraged, may I venture on a 
word touching the question of prohibition 
or regulation? Let us start with the under- 
standing that there is room for an honest 
difference of opinion, and that there are 
true friends of virtue on either side. To 
call names, to denounce a man as @ patron 
of immorality, or as a fanatic, because he is 
not able to see the matter as you or I do, is 
aneasy, but not really a conclusive, argu- 
ment. 

It seems to me that those who urge the 
universal prohibition of the various forms 
of vice have been misled by an erroneous 
conception of the functions of the state. 
When they are asked whether prohibition 
does really practically check the evil, they 
teply in substance, “ Whether it does or 
not, our duty is plain. Here is a great evil, 
If society license it, if it does anything but 
prohibit it, society sanctions the evil, and 
makes itself responsible for its continuance. 
This we cannot consent to. With results

that greater harm. flows in practice from 


practically a universal, indiscriminate, and 
gtatuitous license, yet we have no choice, 
We may not do evil that good may come.” 


ishment was abolished there. It was stated 
by the advocates of the abolition that juries 
would not convict a man of murder where 
the penalty was death, and that the severer 
penalty acted practically as a universal 
license to crime. Of the truthfulness o: 
their assertion I express no opinion ; but,’ 
the facts being conceded, the result musf 
follow. The state (rightly, on the premises), 
consented to do less than justice, that law 
might not be rendered totally futile. When 
Capt. McLeod, a citizen of Great Britain, ' 
was indicted and tried for murder in 1841, i 
it was understood that the British Govern- 
ment would declare war in the.event of his 
being executed. The United States might 
with perfect propritty have said, “No 
matter whether he is guilty or not; we will 
not exccute justice on a culprit, at the exe 
pense of war and endless bloodshed.” 

But for a church to make such comproe 
mises would be monstrous in the extreme, 
The state says:-“ Of the absolute good wa 
know nothing. Let us try to secure ag 
much good, permit as little evil, as circume 
stances scem to admit; Ict us try to keep 
man as near as we can toa confessedly impery 
fect standard, adapted to imperfect humax 
nature.” The church says: “Of compro 
mises, of degrees, we know nothing. Our 
standard is a perfect one, created by the 
perfect Ruler; we will hear of nothing short 
of absolute attainment.” p 

In the world of morals we aim at perfece 
tion, and it is moral suicide to rest contented 
in any lower degree of excellence. In the 
world of Providence partial good, diminue 
tion rather than removal of evil, choice of 
ills, is frequently all that we can hope for; 
and we are liable to lose even this partial 
result by setting our aim too high. Wa 
read, in John Foster's Essays, of a fathes 
whose two sons were condemned to death 
by atyrant. The weeping father prevailed

accept him for one of the victims, and to re- 
lease one of the sons. Unwilling to accept 
this partial good, and unable to consent to 
the execution of either son, the poor father;

Nor does the state render itself responsi« 
ble for the evils which it does not prohibit. 
If you or I, holding as we do that slavery ig 
the sum of all villainies, had been voters in 
a slave state (when there were such things), 
should we not gladly have voted for a law 
to forbid an owner inflicting more than ten 
lashes, or exacting more than ten hours og 
daily labor? Should we have felt that by 
our vote we sanctioned the cruelty and the

Would you not have voted for a law eman- 
cipating all the slaves after a period of 
twenty-one years, without feeling that you 
made yourself responsible for the wrong of 
slaveholding within that period? Would 
you not have voted for a law that, in place 
of indiscriminate flogging, punishments 
limited in amount should be inflicted only 
by certain persons, selected by the authorie 
ties of each town? When Moses, acting ag 
a civil ruler, as in fact the state, forbade the 
exercise of divorce, except under certain 
conditions and with certain forms, was he 
to be held responsible for all the evil which 
was done under those forms and within the 
restrictions? Would the father of whom I 
spoke lately have made himself responsible 
for the death of one son by securing the rex 
lease of the other? But a single fact ger« 
mane to the sabject leaves the matter be« 
yond a question. If the Government, by 
granting a license, sanctions and authorized 
the act or practice winch is licensed, then 
the license granted by the United Statea 
under the Internal Revenue law to liquore 
dealers must guarantee them against any 
tion on the part of the state authorie 
tics.

stractions of philosophy. His mind is not 
organized for the comprehension of its 
sharp distinctions. Its acute reasonings 
present no charm to his fancy, and its lucid 
deductions are to him as destitute of fruit 
as an empty nest of boxes. The claim 
which is sometime made for him as a phil- 
osophic thinker. tends only to place him in 
a false position, and does injustice to. the 
admirable endowments which truly charac- 
terize his intellect. In the sphere of pure 
reflection he has shown. neither originality 
nor depth, He has thrown no light on the 
great topics of speculation. He has never 
fairly grappled with the metaphysical prob- 
lems which have called forth, the noblest 
efforts of the mind in every age, and which, 
not yet reduced to a positive science, have 
not ceased to enlist the clearest and strong- 
est intellects in the work of their solution. 
This is one reason of the disappointment 
which the soundest thinkers often experi- 
ence in the first perusal of Mr, Emerson’s 
writings. They go to them with the 
“ divine hunger for truth,” eager for help in 
the resolution of their doubts, hoping to 
find a clue to the labyrinth of existence, 
and turn away with a painful sense of in- 
nutrition. On all questions of this kind 
the writings of Mr. Emerson are wholly 
unsatisfactory. He looks at them only in 
the light of imagination. He frequently 
offers brave hints, pregnant suggestions, 
cheering encouragements; but no exposi- 
tion of abstract truth has ever fallen from 
his keen pen. To call him a philosopher is 
a singular misapplication of terms. In the 
present case the man is the poet, and the 
poet is the man. His productions in this 
kind possess the unity in variety which 
marks the presence of true genius. Every- 
thing which he has written shows intense 
individuality ; both in thought and expres- 
sion, he is always himself; his unique style 
becomes almost a mannerism; but his 
wealth of imagination is proof against 
monotony. 

The chief feature of Mr. Emerson’s poetry 
may be stated as the mystic love of Na- 
ture, combined with an exact observation of 
its external details. It is inspired by a fine 
sense of the subtle relations between the 
universe and the human soul. Doubtless 
this feeling enters largely into the composi- 
tion of alltrue poetry; but it has received 
its most exquisite illustrations in times of 
recent date.

EMERSON'S POEMS." 


i I the love of paradox that can 


call in question the eminent rank of Mr. 


Emerson in American letters. Fromm the 
commencement of his career, his influence 
“has been constantly gaining in brilliancy 
and power. At first he was surrounded by 
a throng of enthusiastic admirers, who re- 
garded him with a sentiment little short of 
worship, and would fain elevate him to the 
position of a demigod. They greeted him 
as the prophet of the coming age; they 
hung upon his words as the utterances of an 
apocalyptic inspiration ; and, entranced by 
the solemn charm of his eloquence, they 
reveled in new visions of the Beautiful and 
the Good. These early disciples (for that term 
is not too strong to express the ardor. of 
théir devotion) were for the most part in the 


freshness of youth; many of them were 
lone and sentimental women; all of them 
subjects of a sensitive, excitable tempera- 
ment, which contrasted strangely with the 
reserve and self-possession of the master.

The 
religious sense with which prophets and 
holy men have consecrated certain spots by 
the presence of the Deity is carried by him 
.| into the universal domain of Nature. To 
his mystic vision every mountain is a Sinai, 
every tree of the wood is a burning bush, 
every breeze is’ vocal with the still, small 
voice. In the growth of plants; the flow of 
streams, the ‘flight of birds, he recognizes 
the mysterious power which gives vitality 
to the soul, if it be not indeed, according to 
his strange Oriental fancy, the outward pro- 
jection of thesoul itself. This rhythmical 
construction of the universe, this subtle har- 
mony, or perhaps identity, of man with Na- 
tare, is an idea completely foreign to An- 
glo-Saxon habits of thought. We ‘can 
square it with none of our familiar concep- 
tions, and even in the sphere of ‘poetic fréee- 
dom its-boldness almost seems to amount 
to absurdity.’ At all events, it gives a cer- 
tain obscurity to the productions of Mr. 
Emerson, which conceal their meaning from 
| the mass of readers, and which is often mis: 
taken for the absence of meaning. 
Still, in his delineations of Nature, even in 
his slightest'hints of color and’ texture, of 
form and order,'there ‘is @ marvelous accu- 
racy of expression, showing ‘a 

acute and truthftl ¢ye, ‘no less than‘a radi- 
ant imagination. In the grand procession 
of the seasons no delicate pliase escapes his 
notice.’ The wonderful ' processes ‘of ‘seed- 
time afd harvest are watched with the 
severity of scientific research. ‘He loves the 
secret haunts of Nature, and is never weary 
of spying into her mysteri¢s.- His acquaifit- 
ance with het ‘ways‘has been gained by 
face-to-facé intercourse. He meets her dis- 
closures ‘with the léve of an ancient, famil- 
far friend. “There is.no distance, no formal- 
ity, no reserve between them. ‘Nota pro- 
duct of hef sweet and cunning ‘hand but he 
knows its name, knows its properties. ‘The 
pines and the dake of the still forest recog- 
‘nize his footsteps; “they nod-to him and 
he nods to them ;” the stores of hidden 
sympathy are unlocked at his approach. 
In his mystic words Nature finds the echo 
of her own voice, and acknowledges him as 
her faithfal, if yet oracular, interpreter.

The present volume affords attractive 
specimens of Mr. Emerson’s characteristic 
talent in his various styles of composition. 
It opens with one of his longest produc- 
tions, celebrating the return of Spring, but 
free from the commonplace sentimentalism 
which forms the usual staple of the poetry 
of the seasons. A summer tour to the 
Adirondacs furnishes the theme of the next 
poem, which gives a familiar description of 
the experience of a party of friends in pur- 
suit of health and recreation in that breezy 
locality. At the head of the miscellaneous 
Pieces stand the four mysterious stanzas en- 
titled “ Brahma,” which repeat the ancient 
riddle without a hint at its solution. -Many 
of the shorter poems have been suggested 
by the recent struggle for freedom, and 
evince a spirit in full and vital sympathy 
with the great principles then at stake. The 
following lines on “ Friendship,” are an ex- 
ample of Mr, Emerson’s most human vein, 
as well as what we must call, for lack of a 
better term, his quaintness of expression :

Sixty years ago American prose literature, 
so far as there could be said to be any such 
thing, yas taking shape under the bands of 
Washington Irving and James K. Pauld- 
ing. Of the two, Paulding appeared to pos- 
sess more real power and aggressive bril- 
liancy than his friend, and was probably 
thought to be the most promising man, 
Time, however, has at last brought in its 
verdict ; and, while the laurel of Irving 
grows greener with age, the fame and mem- 
ory of his companion are slipping silently 
away. Like Percival, Paulding is a name 
to be spoken with respect; but the romances 
of the one and the poems of the other have 
lost their hold on the popular mind. 
Paulding was essentially a journalist, 
rather than a book-maker; and in that-fact 
lies the secret of his failure to secure a place 
above that of Irving. He wrote rapidly, 
and for the day., He neyer gaye himself 
the time to rewrite and polish his sentences;

AN IMBECILE PULPIT. 


In a sermon before the New. School 
Presbyterian General Assembly, at Roches- 
Yer, the Rev. Dr. Samuel H. Hopkins de- 
lared that the Episcopal denomination of 
the United States had “an imbecile pulpit.’’ 
Whe remark was made by the retiring mod- 
Brator of the Assembly, in his official ca- 
pacity, and in a city which had recently 
welcomed the Episcopal bishops with the 
Bame hospitality which the citizens were at 


that moment showing to the Presbyterian 
Commissioners. On the Assembly's “sea 
wf upturned faces,” this squally remark 
blew up a general ripple of dissent. The 
daily papers of Rochester urged an official 
retraction by the Assembly, as due to the 
dignity of that body. This, however, was 
awkward, and not to be done. But the 
pastor of the church in which the Assembly 
held its sessions contrived to make a neat 
public reference to the offensive remark, 
und ina semi-official way disavowed it. But 
it still stands in the official reports, and will 
not fade from men’s meifories: an illustra- 
tion of the Chinese proverb that “an ill 
Mvord, once out of the mouth, cannot be 
brought back by a coach and six.” 

We refer to the incident, not for its im- 
‘portance, but for its suggestiveness. 

Has the Episcopal Church “an im- 
‘becile pulpit?” Is Dr. Tyng, amid the 
Fuins of St. George’s, reduced to “an 
Imbecile pulpit?” Does Bishop Mcll- 
waine pursue his bishopric in “an imbe- 
tile pulpit?” Has Dr. Schenck come all 
the way from Baltimore to Brooklyn to 
fill “an imbecile pulpit?” Does the 
Rev. Phillips Brooks shake Philadelphia 
from “ an imbecile pulpit?” Did Bishop 
"White wear out his long and saintly life in 
“an imbecile pulpit?” Did Dr. Milner be- 
queath his unforgotten name to be linked 
‘with the memory of “an imbecile pulpit? ” 

No. The remark of Dr. Hopkins was a 
Listilled drop of the quintessential tincture of 
Yectarianism. The fact that such a remark 
fell from the lips of so eminent, able, and 
noble a clergyman, shows how unconscious- 
ly, yet how insidiously and irresistibly, a 
sectarian spirit bewilders the judgment and 
00d taste of men whom the Church would 
make broad, but whom the sect keeps nar- 
row. 

It is against such sectarianism that this 

ournal lately uttered its protest in “An 

ditorial Soliloquy.” {t is against such 
sectarianism that these columns are, if pos- 
sible, to be made the message-bearers of a 
hetter-tempered, more manly, and more 
catholic Christianity. It is against stich sect- 
*rianism that the sects themselves, if they 
ronsult their own usefulness, will be glad 
to see a perpetual protest made in their 
Dehalf by an unsectarian sheet. 

Christian union between different denom- 
“nations is just now a lively theme with 
She religious press. “The tendencies of the 
age,” says Dr. Hopkins (in this same ser- 
mon), “are all in the direction of Church 
unity.” But what is the ex-moderator’s im- 
Moderate method of promoting church- 
unity? He presents us the spectacle of 
a Presbyterian professor saying to an 
Episcopal bishop, “Sir, you are an imbe- 
cile; let us, therefore, twain, be one!” 

Now, ® reason why this journal lately 
Severed its supposed official connection 
‘with the noblest of Christian denomina- 
jtions—the heritage of the Pilgrims, on 
*which may the God of our Fathers bestow 
his blessing |—was, that we were’ constantly 
goaded to fight a battle against Presbyter- 
Sanism, by people who foolishly supposed 
that such a warfare would advance the in- 
terests of Congregationalism. . But, after our 
act of affectionate excision, the very first 
Spectacle offered to the eyes of the Chris- 
tian world is the moderator of the Presby- 
terian Assembly drawing a glittering sword 
and striking at Episcopalianism. But is it 
Pleasing, either to angels or to men, to. see 
the Rey. Dr. Hopkins rubbing burrs into 
the hair of the Episcopal clergy? Such 
‘onduct by one Christian denomination to- 
avard another will make it necessary, as 
Whittier mentions in his lines on Major 
Btearns, 

“ To put to the Lord's work the sinner, 
When saints fail to do it.” 

Sut the question arises, What is “an 
inbecile pulpit ?” 

Itis a pulpit that lacks genius, courage, and 
fire; a pulpit submissive to follow, instead 
‘of bold to lead, public opinion; a pulpit in- 
‘efficient toward the stirring questions of the 
Ntime, and hesitant to incur the reproach 
of holding advanced ideas; a pulpit that 
xringes to the pew, and lowers the manly in- 
dependence of the ministerial office ; a pul- 
pit that.is moulded by the very men whom 
it is sent to mould. There are thousands of 
Juch American pulpits. They belong to all 
Wenominations, They rustle their silks. in 
Bvery diocesan convention, and utter their 
platitudes to every synod. They are the 
yelf-appointed censors of nobler m who, 
whether in pulpits or out, are ig to 
perve God in their day and generation. 
Whey bring the Church at first into weak- 
hess, and at last into reproach. Against all 
Buch pulpits, if the pulpiteer of the General 
\Assembly will uplift his voice, we will join 
hhini'in the protest. But let him not attack 
the Episcopal, and shield the Presbyterian 

enomination. Let him administer his 

judgment equally upon all the guilty.

The ears of this generation never before 
heard so many ‘good and so few poor 
Sermons as during the war—not mere- 
ly on publie \topics, but on the whole 
range of' pulpit topics. Ministers never be- 
fore stood so near to God, for the reason that 
they. mever before stood so near to man: 
The holy oil of consecration with which 
that struggle anointed the Northern clergy 
still remains on a thousand brows. If 
“there were giants in thoge days,” there are 
giants-‘in these'next-succeeding days, It is 
our deliberate conviction that the religious 
bodies of the country—its conferences, 
councils, and assemblies—have for the last 
or four years exerted more influence 
on leading national questions than has been 
exerted by all the political caucuses and con- 
ventions of the same period. For instance 
(speaking of the New School General As- 
sembly), we recall with delight the scene 
which we witnessed in’ that body, when it 
met in Brooklyn two or three years ago, 
and gave a unanimous vote for Impartial 
Suffrage, before any political convention of 
equal magnitude had uttered a word on the 
subject. . Without the help, sympathy, zeal, 
and co-operation of the Northern churches, 
the War for the Union would have been a 
failure. But if the nation had need of her 
churches then, she has equal need of them 
now. What this Government lacks is 
moral quickening ; religious ideas must be 
made to penetrate political statutes; Chris- 
tian principle must take the place of party 
expediency ; in short, the Republic, if it is to 
promote the welfare of its citizens, must be 
remoulded upon the basis of Christianity. 

A church that has no influence on the 
times in which it stands, might as well have 
belonged toa former age. It is a happy 
omen that the American churches, which 
for twenty years were dead, have arisen to 
newness of life!’ Nevertheless, God forbid 
that we should settle down into the easy 
and smooth-tongued business of praising 
these churches or their pulpits, Our relig- 
ious, like our civil, institutions—our relig- 
ious, like our civil, leaders—are equally 
full of faults and flaws. Both alike need 
God’s grace and man’s forbearance. The 
church, like the state, ought to be pruned 
with a busy knife of criticism to keep its 
branches fruitful and its leaves green. 
“Shall not judgment begin at the house of 
God?” Yea, verily. But when one Chris- 
tian denomination congratulates itself and 
defames its rival, it is generally a sign that 
both deserve, equally, the same condemna- 
tion. 

Let every minister, therefore—whether in 
the Episcopal Church or the Presbyterian, 
whether in the Baptist or the Methodist— 
ask himself the question whether or not he 
stands in an “imbecile pulpit.” If a man 
ordained for the ministry is without a sa- 
cred passion for his work, certain it is that 
he makes “an imbecile pulpit.” If his heart 
burns not with love toward all his fellow- 
creatures, high and low, then nomatter what 
culture may sit upon his lips, he is the weak 
master of “an imbecile pulpit.” If he is 
ashamed or afraid to declare “the 
whole counsel of God,” he i8 a poor 
prisoner in “an imbecile pulpit.” If he 
is an idolater of his own creed, hold: 
ing that every man who believes something 
different, is a heretic and infidel, he is the 
unanointed prophet of “an imbecile pulpit.” 
If he goes to the General Association only 
to make an exhibition of pitiful narrow- 
ness, meanness, and bigotry, he publicly 
puts himself in the pillory of “an imbecile 
pulpit.” If he sheds tears over heresies of 
others but publishes volumes of heresies of 
his own, he shows an amiable foretoken of 
“an imbecile pulpit.” 

It may be that a Presbyterian moderator, 
in taking the trouble to slander a single de- 
nomination, has spoken a measure of truth 
ofall. If so, better then were it for those 
who felt the scourge of small-cords in the 
Master’s hand driving them from the tem- 
ple, than for those whom His divine indig- 
nation at this moment frowns upon, blasts, 
consumes, and shrivels in “an imbecile pul- 
pit.”

this country, “Among his other published 
works were“ Memoir of Normatid Smith,” 
“The Religion of the East,” “ Looking-glass 
for Ladies,” and a recent interesting 
volume of discourses for Home Missions, 
which he published at his own expense for 
distribution to the missionaries of the 
American Home Missionary Society, as a 
farewell mark of his sympathy and respect.

He had his full share of the perplexities 
of the ministry and of public station. He 
was also visited with many sorrows, in the 
decease of all his children, some of them as 
they were entering upop most promising 
careers.

A STEP FORWARD IN DEAF-MUTE 
INSTRUCTION. 

Our readers have heard something of the 
disoussion going on in New England re- 
specting the education of the so-called deaf 
and dumb. One ofthe consequences of this 
agitation has been the passage of a law in 
Massachusetts which places the instruction 
of this class of pupils. on a better footing 
than has previously existed, either in New 
England or out of it. It has long been de- 
sired by deaf-mute teachers to prolong the 
period of instruction to something like the 
time allowed to hearing children—say from 
five years old to fifteen. Although this has 
nominally been done in some states of the 
Union, and perhaps in Germany, yet this 
extension ‘has been enjoyed by but few 
pupils, for want of a-sufficient number of 
schools of.a proper classification, and of a 
thorough supervision of the whdle matter. 
In regard to this subject; Mr. Charies Ba- 
ker, an eminent English teacher of the deaf 
and dumb (at Doncaster,in Yorkshire), has 
‘written recently as follows: 
“There is no such institution for the deaf 


-and dumb in existence as I should wish to 
see initiated, to meet all exigences under a 





certain age. 

“Tf eight or nine years could be devoted 
to education, instead of five or six, I would 
recommend six years of age as the time of 
commencement. The objection to it is that 
this addition of,three years would add an 
aggregate cost of £60 to each pupil. To 
carry this out, a separate department would 
be necessary in every. large institution, or a 
distinct preparatory school; for a body of 
pupils so young ought to be placed under 
the care and teaching of young women. If

THE LATE DR. JOEL HAWES. 


Tae father of the Connecticut pastorate 
is gone to his feward. Rev. Joel Hawes, 
D.D., of Hartford, the senior pastor of the 
Comnecti¢at churches; died! on Wednesday, 
June 5th, in the 78th year of his ‘age. He 
had gone to spend the Sabbath and preach 
at Gilead, and had preached moérning and 
afternoon, although suffering from a cold. 
But in the evening he had a:severe attack of 
hemorrhage, followed by congestion of the 
lungs, from which he could get no relief. “His 
mind was Clear to the last, but he had much 
difficulty in speaking. A few hours previ- 
ous to his death, in reply toa remark that 
he.was almost home, the Doctor said, “0, 
yes! andIam so thankful that the great 
work of preparation has not been put off 
untilnow.” His wife was present at his bed- 
side when he died. ba 
Dr..Hawes was a native of Medway, 
Mass., born in 1789, and a graduate of 
Brown University, class 6f°1818. Before 
entering upon his public education he had 
served his apprenticeship to the black- 
smith’s trade. He was ordained in 1818 
pastor of the First church in Hartford, as 
the successor of the famous Dr. Nathan 
Strong, who died in 1816. He remained to 
be pastor above forty years, 

In his uprightness and zeal, his diligence

In America we go faster and further than 
in England, and in Massachusetts a little 
faster than anywhere else in America. The 
legislature of that state, at its session lately 
closed, passed a bill declaring that the time 
for commencing the education of deaf chil- 
dremshall beat five years of age, as for 
other children in the public, schools ; 
that the period of their education shall be 
ten years, instead of six, as formerly; that 
they shall be instructed at the expense of 
the state, and that the Board of Education 
shall take charge of their instruction, as it 
does of the instruction of Heating’ children.

The supernatural, which in one writer sig- 
nifies an act in contravention of nature, in 
another means only an act superhuman, 
and in yet a third includes even all influ- 
ences which proceed from human volition. 
If the Duke of Argyle had only given us, 
therefore, accurate definitions of “ nature,” 
the “supernatural,” a “miracle,” “law,” 
etc., he would have rendered a good serv- 
ice. But he has so enriched his book with 
copious illustrations as to render it interest- 
ing reading to every lover of nature, though 
he be indifferent to the problem the Duke dis- 
cusses, Our object in this article is to give 
to our readers a glimpse of this book, in the 
hope that they will be stimulated to pro- 
cure and read it for themselves. 

What is the supernatural? In ordinary 
use, certainly something more than the su- 
perhuman, since the customary agencies of 
nature are more than man can account for, 
more than he can produce or resist. The 
common idea is of that which is at variance 
with natural law, above it, or in violation of it: 
Phenomena at one time supposed to be su- 
pernatural in this sense are now traced by 
science to natural causes, and found core- 
lated with other and familiar phenomena. 
This progress of science renders it increas- 
ingly inconceivable that any effects. should

We 
have had such able works from some men 
who succeeded only in demonstrating their 
amazing ignorance of the simplest scientific 
facts ; from others who utterly failed to ap- 
preciate that faith in a personal God which 


tradicts. Nevertheless, whoever believes 
with us in the unity of truth will welcome 
with us any intelligent endeayor to demon- 
strate that unity to the popular apprehen- 


The value of “ The Reign of Law,” which 
has attracted very considerable public at- 
tention, and the demand for which has 


finite combination an infinite variety of re- 

sult is produced, 

Thus, the force of gravitation, left to it- 

self, would dash the planets against the sun ; 

the centrifugal forces would fling them off 

into spece. Their nice adjustment keeps 

them. in their allotted orbits, Chemistry is 

full of illustrations of this mutual counter- 

action of forces. The active principles of 
tea and strychnine are identical in their el- 
ements—different only in their proportions; 
but one is a customary beverage, the other 
& deadly poison. Nature consists of this 
combination of forces for the fulfillment of 
special purposes. Man’s voltaic battery is 
but an imitation of God's electrical machine 
in the torpedo or electric ray.. The Menai 
and Victoria bridges are constructed on the 
same principles as the shells of certain 
muscles that cling to the rock on the sea- 
shore, and need a house both light and 
strong, 

The tracing, then, of phenomena to 
recognized forces affords no just ground 
of apprehension to the Christian believer, 
Force does not explain phenomena; for it is 
itself inexplicable, except as it is accepted 
as the exponent of a Supreme Will. Not 
only such philosophers as Newton and Sir 
John Herschel, but also such as La Place 
and Herbert Spencer, recognize the indubit- 
able fact that science affords no indication 
of the nature of what we call force, but only 
Points out the methods of its operations. 
While, then, scientific investigations cer- 
tainly lead to the belief that the laws of 
nature are never repealed or set aside, it 
also demonstrates that they are framed and 
administered by a Supreme Intelligence, 
and for the fulfillment of beneficent pur- 
poses. Nearly all human contrivances are 
imitations of the more perfect mechanisms 
of nature, in which the same principles of 
adjustment are employed. God never vi- 
olates laws, yet ceasclessly employs them. 
Immutable they are, yet pliable to use. Im- 
perious they are, yet subniissive. Regnant, 
they serve. 

The machinery of flight affords an inter- 
esting illustration of this adjustment and 
employment of natural forces. The third 
chapter is taken up with an elaborate and 
interesting account of the mechanism of the 
wing of the bird, as an exemplification of 
this subserviency of natural law to special 
function. Its interest consists in the details 
which it affords. For them we must refer 
the reader to the book itself. 

We shall fail, however, to appreciate the 
universality of this principle, or rightly to

Insect life affords numerous illustrations still 
more striking.

The legs are made: to 
imitate leaf-stalks ; the body is elongated 
and notched so as to simulate a twig; the 
segment of the shoulders is spread out and 
flattened in the likeness of a seed-vessel ; 
and the large wings are exact imitations of
